Sect.  I. —0/  the  COMMON  SEAL,  and 
ARMS  of  the  College. 


1 HE  Common  Seal  of  the  College  shall 
consist  of  the  armorial  Bearings,  Creft,  Sup- 
porters and  Motto,  following,  that  is  to  fay  : 

Arms— Quarterly:  First  and  Fourth,  Or, 
a Serpent  no  wed,  with  the  Head  erect.  Vert ; 

A 2 Second 
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Second  and  Third,  Argent,  a Lion  cbuchant 
proper ; over  all,  on  a Crofs  ingrailed  Azure,  a 
regal  Crown,  between  two  Portcullifes  in  Fefse, 
and  as  many  Anchors  in  Pale,  all  of  the  Firft. 

Crest — On  a Wreath  an  Eagle  regardant 
proper. 

Supporters — The  Dexter,  the  Figure  of 
Machaon,  holding  in  his  Dexter-Hand  an  Ar- 
row, the  Point  downward,  and  broken  off: 
the  Sinifter,  the  Figure  of  Podalirius,  ha- 
bited, holding  in  his  Sinifter-Hand  the  Staff

of  Aesculapius , all  proper. 

Motto — Qitce  prosunt  omnibus  Artes. 

The  Common  Seal  shall  not  he  affixed  to 
any  Inftrument,  but  in  the  Prefence  of  the 
Mafter  or  one  of  the  Governors. 


II.  Of 
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II. — Of  the  making,  altering,  or  abrogating 
BYE-LAWS. 


The  making,  altering,  or  abrogating  any 
Bye-Law  or  Ordinance,  shall  be  after  the  fol- 
lowing Manner,  viz. 

A written  Formule  for  any  propofed  Bye- 
Law  or  Ordinance,  or  for  the  making  any 
Alteration  in,  or  for  the  Abrogation  of  any 
exifting  Bye-Law  or  Ordinance,  being  de- 
livered by  a Member  of  the  Court  to  the  Maf- 
ter,  or  presiding  Governor,  at  any  Court  of 
Afsiftants,  shall  thereupon  be  read,  and,  if 
feconded,  the  fame  shall  be  taken  into  Consi- 
deration : the  Court  shall  then  decide,  by 
Ballot,  whether  the  faid  Formule  shall  be  re- 
ferred to  a Committee,  and  if  a Majority  shall 
appear  in  Favour  of  fuch  Reference,  a Com- 
mittee of  five  Members  of  the  Court  shall

immediately  be  elected,  by  marking  Lifts,  to 
whom  the  faid  Formule  shall  accordingly  be 
referred.  And  fueh  Committee  shall  thereup- 
on take  the  faid  Formule  into  Consideration, 
and  report  their  Opinion  thereon  to  the  next 
Court  of  Afsiftants.  Which  next,  or  any  fuc- 
ceeding  Court,  having  duly  weighed  the  Re- 
port of  the  faid  Committee,  shall  ballot  for 
the  Acceptance  or  Rejection  of  the  faid  For-r 
mule,  and  if  a Majority  of  the  Number  bal- 
lotted  be  found  in  Favour  thereof,  the  lame 
shall  be  accepted,  or  otherwife,  rejected  : and 
if  the  fame  shall  be  then  approved  and  acr 
cepted,  it  shall  be  referred  back  to  the  Com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Court  to  consider 
the  fame,  in  order  that  the  Opinion  of  Coun- 
fel  may  be  taken  upon  any  Point  therein,  if, 
in  the  Judgment  of  fuch  Court,  or  of  the  faid 
Committee,  fuch  Opinion  be  necessary.  And 
the  faid  Committee  shall  report  to  the  next 

Court  their  Determination  in  the  Matter, 

i with 
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with  the  Opinion  of  Counfel,  if  any  have  been 
taken  in  the  Cafe  : and  if  the  faid  Bye-Law 
shall  be  again  approved  by  a Majority  of  the 
faid  Court,  or  any  fucceeding  Court,  the  fame 
shall  be  ordained  by  the  Court,  and  fubmitted 
to  the  proper  Authorities  for  their  Sanction 
and  Ratification,  agreeably  to  the  Statute  re- 
fpecting  Bye-Laws. 


III.  Of  the  making,  altering,  or  rescind - 
ing  any  STANDING-ORDER  or 
REGULATION 

The  making,  altering,  or  refcinding  any 
Standing-Order  or  Regulation,  shall  be  after 
the  following  Manner,  viz. 

A written  Formule  for  any  propofed  Order 
or  Regulation,  or  any  Alteration  in,  or  for  the 
refcinding  of  any  existing  Order  or  Regula- 
tion, being  delivered  by  a Member  of  the 

Court 
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Court  to  the  Matter,  or  presiding  Governor, 
at  any  Court  of  Afsiftants,  shall  thereupon  be 
read,  and,  if  feconded,  the  fame  shall  be  taken 
into  Consideration  : the  Court  shall  then  de-* 
cide,  by  Ballot,  whether  the  faid  Formule  shall 
be  referred  to  a Committee,  and,  if  a Majority 
shall  appear  in  Favour  of  fuch  Reference,  a 
Committee  of  five  Members  of  the  Court  shall 
immediately  be  elected,  by  marking  Lifts,  to 
whom  the  faid  Formule  shall  accordingly  be 
referred.  And  fuch  Committee  shall  thereupon 
take  the  faid  Formule  into  Consideration,  and 
report  their  Opinion  thereon  to  the  next 
Court  of  Afsiftants.  Which  next,  or  any  fuc- 
ceeding  Court,  having  duly  weighed  the  Re- 
port of  the  faid  Committee,  shall  ballot  for 
the  Acceptance  or  Rejection  of  the  faid  For- 
mule, and  if  a Majority  of  the  Number 
ballottedbe  found  in  Favour  thereof,  the  fame 
shall  be  accepted,  or  otherwife,  rejected.  Ne- 
verthelefs,  no  fuch  accepted  Formule,  for 

making, 
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making,  altering,  or  refcinding  any  Order 
or  Regulation,  shall  be  valid  or  binding,  until 
the  fame  shall  be  fubmitted  for  Confirmation 
to  the  next,  or  any  fucceeding  Court  of  As- 
sistants, according  to  the  ordinary  Mode  of 
Procedure  of  the  Court. 


IV. — -Of  the  ADMISSION  of  Members  of 

the  College. 

The  Diploma  of  Admission  (except  in  the 
Cafe  of  honorary  Members)  shall  be  in  the

The  Diploma  of  Admifsion  of  every  Mem- 
ber (except  honorary  Members)  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Members  of  the  Court  of  Exa- 
miners, who  shall  be  prefent  at  the  Time  of 
his  Examination  and  Admifsion:  and  the  Com- 
mon Seal  shall  be  affixed  theicto. 

No  Perfon  shall  be  admitted  a Member  of 
the  College  who  is  under  the  Age  of  twenty- 

two  Years,  except  thofe  whofe  Indentures,  or 

Articles  of  Apprenticeship,  shall  bear  Date 
prior  to  the  25th  Day  of  March,  1802. 


Every 


Every  Perfon  admitted  a Member  of  the 
College  (except  honorary  Members)  shall,  at 
the  Time  of  his  Admission,  take  the  follow- 
ing Oath  : — “ You  fwear,  that  fo  long  as 
you  shall  continue  a Member  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Surgeons  in  London,  you  will  ob- 
lerve  the  Statutes,  Bye-Laws,  Ordinances, 
Rules  and  Conftitutions  thereof : that  you 
will  obey  every  lawful  Summons,  ifsued  by 
Order  of  the  Courts  of  Afsiftants  and  Exami- 
ners of  the  faid  College,  or  either  of  them, 
haying  no  reafonable  Excufe  to  the  contrary  : 
that  you  will  difcharge  all  fuch  Contribu- 
tions as  shall  be  legally  afsefsed  upon,  and  de- 
manded of  you  : that  you  will  demean  your- 
felf  honourably  in  the  Practice  of  your  Profef- 
sion,  and,  to  the  utmost  of  your  Power, 
maintain  the  Dignity  and  Welfare  of  the  Col?

y.—Of  the  CONTRIBUTIONS  of 
Members. 

Every  Member  of  the  Court  of  Afsiftants 
shall  annually  pay  the  Sum  of  forty  Shillings ; 
and  every  other  Member  of  the  College,  who 


shall 
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shall  reside  in  or  within  feven  Miles  of  the 
City  of  London,  shall  pay  the  Sum  of  twenty 
Shillings,  towards  defraying  the  necefsary 
Charges  and  Expences  of  the  College : which 
leveral  annual  Sums  shall  be  due  and  payable 
upon  the  24th  Day  of  June,  in  every  Year ; 
and  the  first  thereof  shall  be  due  and  payable 
upon  the  24th  Day  of  June,  i.flo2.  But  fuch 
Contributions,  in  the  Cafe  of  any  Member  or 
Members  (not  being  upon  the  Court  of  Afsift- 
ants)  may,  from  Time  to  Time,  be  fufpended 
or  remitted,  in  Part  or  altogether,  as  the 
Court  of  Afsiftants  shall,  from  special  Cir- 
cumftances,  judge  proper.

Members.

Power  to  accept  the  Resignation  of  fuch  Mem- 
ber, if  they  shall  judge  proper,  upon  Payment 
by  fuch  Member,  if  he  shall  be  resident  in  or 
within  feven  Miles  of  the  City  of  London,  of 
the  Sum  of  twenty-one  Pounds;  and  if  he 
shall  be  resident  beyond  that  Distance,  of 
the  Sum  of  ten  Pounds  ten  Shillings  ; over 
and  above  all  Stamps  that  may  be  necefsary. 


VII.— 0/  MEMBERS  WHO  SHALL 
MISBEHAVE . 

If  the  Conduct  of  any  Member,  in  the  Prac- 
tice of  his  Profefsion,  or  in  Ipeaking,  writing, 
printing,  or  doing,  or  causing  to  be  done,  any 
Act  or  Thing,  shall,  on  a Vote,  by  Ballot,  of 
a Majority  of  the  Members  of  the  Court  of 
Afsiftants,  prefent  at  any  Court,  be  deemed 
prejudicial  to  the  Interefts  of  the  College,  or 
1 difgraceful 
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difgraceful  to  the  Profefsion  of  Surgery,  he 
shall  be  liable  to  the  Cenfure  of  the  Court,  or 
to  fuch  Fine,  to  the  Ufe  of  the  College,  as  the 
Court  shall  adjudge,  not  exceeding,  in  the  first 
Instance,  fifty  Pounds  : and  for  the  next  Of- 
fence, to  fuch  Fine  as  the  Court  shall  adjudge, 
not  exceeding  double  the  Sum  of  fifty  Pounds  . 
and  for  every  fubfequent  Offence,  to  fuch 
Fine  as  the  Court  shall  adjudge,  not  exceeding 
double  the  Sum  up  to  which  he  was  fineable 
for  the  Offence  immediately  preceding. 


YIII .—Of  MEMBERS  who  shall  take  Ap- 
prentices ; and  their  APPRENTICES . 

No  Member  of  the  College,  residing  in  or 
within  the  Diftance  of  feven  Miles  of  the 
City  of  London,  shall  take  any  Apprentice, 
without  prefenting  him  before  a Court  of  Exa- 
miners, at  the  College,  under  the  Penalty  of

nant to  the  Interefts,  or  Profefsion  of  Surgery,

shall  be  entitled  to  Half  a Guinea  : every 
Member,  who  shall  be  prefent  at  the  Conclu- 
fion  of  the  Court,  shall  be  likewife  entitled  to 
Half  a Guinea  : and  for  every  Examination 
for  a Diploma,  five  Guineas  shall  be  divided 
among  the  Examiners  prefent,  whether  the 
Party  examined  be  admitted  or  rejected.

in  which  Cafe  fuch  Candidate  shall  be  imme- 
diately declared  duly  elected. 

When  an  Officer,  or  Servant,  shall  die,  or  be 
amoved,  the  Vacancy  occasioned  thereby 
shall  be  declared  at  the  firft  Court  of  Afsis- 
ants  which  shall  be  held  after  the  Vacancy 
shall  happen : but  no  Court  of  Afsiftants  shall 

be 
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be  held  for  filling  up  any  fuch  Vacancy, 
without  feven  Days  previous  Notice,  by  Sum- 
mons, to  the  Members  of  the  Court  of  Afsis- 
tants. 


III. — Of  the  OFFICE  of  SECRETARY. 

No  Perfon  who  is,  or  at  any  Time  has  been, 
a Member  of  the  College,  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  Office  of  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  to  the  College  shall  be  bound, 
himfelf  in  five  hundred  Pounds  ; and  shall 
find  two  fatisfactory  Sureties,  to  be  bound, 
jointly  and  feparately,  in  the  Sum  of  five  hun- 
dred Pounds,  for  his  Fidelity : and  in  Cafe 
either,  or  both  of  fuch  Sureties  shall  die,  or 
become  infolvent,  he  shall  find  new  Security 
or  Securities.  But  no  Member  of  the  Col- 
lege shall  he  admitted  as  Security  for  the 
Secretary  thereof. 
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The  following  Oath  shall  be  taken  by  the 
Secretary  : — “ You  fwear,  that  you  wdll  be  a 

good  and  faithful  Secretary  to  the  Royal  Col- 
lege' of  Surgeons  in  London  : that  you  will

not  by  any  Means  reveal  any  of  the  lawful 
Secrets  thereof : and  that  you  will  duly,  dili- 
gently, honeftly,  and  obediently,  perform  all 
the  Duties  of  your  Office,  to  the  beft  of  your 
Knowledge  and  Ability: — So  help  youGod.” 

The  Secretary  shall  conful-t  with,  and  take 
Direction  from,  the  Mafter,  or,  in  hisAbfence, 
the  fenior  Governor,  or,  in  the  Abfence  of 

both  of  them,  from  the  junior  Governor,

' for  by  the  Charter,  any  Bye-Law,  or  Regu-

Afsiftants. 

The  Secretary  shall  not  receive  any  Fee, 
Reward,  or  Gratuity,  in  Money  or  otherwife, 
(except  a Fee  of  one  Guinea  upon  the  Bind-

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ing  of  each  Apprentice)  for,  or  on  Account 
of  any  Service  done,  or  to  >be  done,  in  any 
Concern  of  the  College,  over  and  above  the 
Salary,  Gratuity,  or  other  Remuneration, 
granted,  or  directed,  by  the  Court  of  Af- 
siftants. 

IY. — Of  the  OFFICE  of  CONSERVATOR 
of  the  MUSEUM. 

The  Court  of  Afsiftants  may,  at  any  Time, 
require  from  the  Conlervator,  fuch  Security 
as  they  shall  think  proper : but  no  Mem- 
ber of  the  College  shall  be  admitted  to  be 
Security  for  the  Confervator. 

The  Confervator  shall,  at  the  Time  of  his 
firit  Election,  take  the  following  Oath  : — 

“ You  fvvear,  that  fo  long  as  you  shall  con- 
tinue to  be  Confervator  of  the  Mufeum  of  the" 
Royal  College  of  Surgeons  in  London,  you  will 
difeharge  all  the  Trufts  and  Duties  of  that 
Office,  with  Fidelity,  Care,  and  Diligence ;

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and  according  to  the  beft  of  your  Skill,  and 
the  utmoft  of  your  Power  : — So  help  you 

God.”  

V. Of  the  OFFICE  of  BEADLE. 

The  Beadle  shall  give  Security,  by  Bond,  for 
his  Fidelity,  himfelf  in  two  hundred  Pounds ; 
and  two  Sureties,  jointly  and  feverally,  in  two 
hundred  Pounds  : but  no  Member  of  the 
College  shall  at  any  Time  be  fuch  Surety. 

The  Beadle  shall  take  the  following  Oath  : 

“ You  fwear  that  you  will  be  a good  and 
faithful  Beadle  to  the  Royal  College  of  Sur- 
geons in  London  : and  that  you  will  duly, 
diligently,  honeftly,  and  obediently,  perform 
all  the  Duties  of  your  Office,  to  the  utmoft 
of  your  Ability So  help  you  God.”
